at the talks, said the agreement 
was subject to ratification by 
striking stewardesses and pur- 
sers. 


Final language of the pact 


would be written up during the 
day, he said. 


Exact terms of the agreement 


were not disclosed. 


The strike began when talks 


bogged down with an impasse 
shortly after a strike deadline 
Tuesday morning at 12:01 a.m. 
The walkouts around the United 
States forced TWA to cancel its 
domestic service, and severely 
curtailed international flights. 


Management personnel tried 


to maintain the international 
service, but their efforts were 
complicated by the fact that 
unions other than the TWU were 
honoring picket lines. 


Some 5,095 stewardesses and 


281 pursers were affected by the 
strike. 


Wages, 
working conditions 


and fringe benefits were among 
the issues involved in the con- 
tract dispute. 


Union officials had said there 


was no recourse but to call the 
strike because employes had 
been waiting since August 1969 
for a pay raise in the long dis- 
:pule. Delaying procedures un- 
'der the National Railway Labor 
•Act, which covers airline dis- 
putes, prevented the strike ear- 
lier. 


Before the strike, TWA hos- 


tesses on international flights 
earned up to $580 a month plus 
incentive pay for more than 68 
flight hours a month. Pursers 
were earning up to $676 a 
month, plus incentives for more 
than 65 hours a month.

Off Shore Oil 
Acres Offered 


* for lease

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - The 


Interior Department, in offering 
to lease 593,000 offshore acres 
for petroleum development, has 
der-idwl the environmental dan- 
gers of oil spills are outweighed 
by the need for oil and gas. 


The department says it is re- 


lying heavily on tighter regula- 
tions and tougher enforcement 
to prevent spills from drilling 
and production operations on 
the 1.27 tracts of submerged land 
off the coast of Louisiana. 


Leases on those tracts are to 


be sold to the highest bonus-bid- 
ders next Dec. 15 in New Or- 
leans, in a sealed-bid auction 
suspended since Feb. 20, 1969, 
because of a threat of damaging 
spills. 


Despite its precautions, not 


even the Interior Department 
claims petroleum development 
in those waters—some 75 per 
cent of them more than 100 feet 
deep -will be completely safe 
for the environment. 


The Interior Department re- 


ported on Oct. 16 to the Presi- 
dent's Council on Environmen- 
tal Quality: "Immediate short- 
term effects of oil pollution ... 
may seriously damage the ma- 
rine biological community in the 
area where the pollution occurs 
.... The effects of a long-term 
pollution are not clearly under- 
stood. 


"In addition to a visible taint- 


ing of fishery products," it add- 
ed, 
"hydrocarbons could be 


passed along through the ma- 
rine food chain from the lower 
forms of organisms to those 
harvested for human consump- 
tion. 


"The effect of such oil inges- 


tion on htunan health is not fully 
known." 


But 
the 
department 
also 


argued its new regulations and 
enforcement "appear to be suf- 
ficiently effective to render seri- 
ous oil pollution ... only a mi- 
nor possibility, not such a possi- 
bility as should deter needed 
production of oil and natural 
gas with a low sulphur content." 


The report recommended that 


"leasing arid development (in 
the Gulf of Mexico) should con- 
tinue if the United States is to 
avert a major national energy 
crisis and make progress to- 
ward retarding air pollution." 


Considering the air quality ad- 


vantages of natural gas and 
low-sulphur oil, the report said 
that, "over-all, the environmen- 
tal impact on the nation is ex- 
pected to be beneficial."

Judge Orders 
Abducters Be 
Shot on Spot 


VALDOSTA, Ga. (AP) - A 


judge from this South Georgia 
city, declaring, "I would rather 
die from the sheriff's bullets 
than give in to kidnapers," has 
ordered all law enforcement of- 
ficers in his circuit to shoot any 
would-be abductors on the spot 
if an attempt is ever made to 
kidnap him. 


"If I arn ever taken hostage 


or if this court's district attor- 
ney is ever taken hostage, I 
have instructed every police of- 
ficer in the circuit to shoot to 
kill," Judge Omer W. Franklin 
said in a recent charge to a 
Thomas County grand jury. 


"If I get hit, that is the 


chance I am willing to take, and 
so is the district attorney," said 
the 56-year-old father of three, a 
Superior Court judge since 1969. 


Franklin, a former president 


of the Georgia Stale Bar, said 
the matter had been on his mind 
since Judge Harold J. Haley 
was killed by a blast from a 
shotgun taped to his neck out- 
side a San Rafael, Calif., court- 
room Aug. 7, he said. 


Haley was abducted from his 


courtroom in an escape attempt 
by a convict on trial and two 
convicts present to be wit- 
nesses. Haley, the convict on 
trial, one of the convict wit- 
nesses and an accomplice who 
had brought them guns were

killed in a Shootout at a van out- 
side. 


Franklin said he was in San 


Rafael shortly after the slaying, 
and that he and Haley had mu- 
tual friends. 


Franklin said he decided to is- 


sue his instructions, and to 
make them public, as a means 
of "throwing the gauntlet down" 
to anyone with ideas of using 
him as a hostage. 


"My thinking was that if you 


took away their shield, they 
wouldn't have anything to hide 
behind," Franklin said. "Also, 
it's a matter of principle. I'd 
hate to have anyone use me." 


Franklin said he has dis- 


cussed his order with Dist. Atty. 
George A. Horkan of Moultrie 
and his fellow judge in the cir- 
cuit, Judge Marcus B. Calhoun 
of Thomasville, and that both 
said, "I agree with you 100 per 
cent."

CHICAGO (AP) — A convict- 


ed murder who boasted that he 
would never die in the electric 
chair was shot and killed by po- 
lice as he held pistols to the 
heads of two hostages. 


Using a gun authorities said 


was smuggled to him in a book 
which had its pages cut out, 
Gene R. Lewis, 27, tried to es- 
cape from the Criminal Courts 
Building Monday shortly after a 
routine hearing. 


I,ewis was sentenced in Feb- 


ruary to die for the 1968 murder 
of a guard for a mobile check- 
cashing service. 


As he was led from the court- 


room Monday, Lewis pulled a 
gun and forced Walter Makow- 
ski, 
a special agent guarding 


him, 
into an elevator using the 


unarmed guard's body as a 
shield. He fired one shot from 
the elevator at a guard. 


They got off the elevator one 


floor higher—the seventh—and 
Lewis 
pushed 
Makowski 


through the door of a courtroom 
and fired several more shots. 
Inside the courtroom he took an- 
other gun from a guard and 
took Michael Stevenson, an as- 
sistant state's attorney, hostage. 


Alarms sounded throughout 


the building. 


Lewis 
emerged 
from 
the 


courtroom with the two hostag- 
es and shot Leonard Karlin, 55, 
a lawyer, in the hip.

Of course it is natural, for a 


person making his will, to want to 
shape the character or conduct of 
his heirs. Nevertheless, the law 
does impose limits as to how far 
he can go. Consider this case: 


A man 
left 
money to 
his 


daughter, on condition that she 
not only give up cigarettes herself 
but also make her husband give 
them up. 


This time, a court decided the 


man had gone too far and held 
the anti-smoking clause null and 
void. The court said he had 
asked his daughter to do some- 
thing that was not fairly within 
her power. 


Furthermore, in close cases, 


the courts are inclined to let the 
heir keep the bequest, even if he 
has not lived up fully to the ex- 
pectations expressed in the will. 
Thus: 


Another 
man 
was 
worried 


about his son's dissolute friends. 
He provided in his will that the 
son should have certain valuable 
real estate, so long as he did not 
become a "drunkard and a vaga- 
bond." 


As things turned, out after the 


man died, his son did indeed be- 
come a drunkard. But he never 
did become a vagabond. Accord- 
ingly, not having acquired both of 
the vices specified in the will, he 
was held still entitled to the real 
estate. The court said it was re- 
luctant to take away an inheri- 
tance unless the will left no real 
choice.

Diet Experts Agree On 
Limiting Cholesterol 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Sooner or later a discus- 


sion of diet gets around to 
cholesterol. Because fatty de- 
posits that cause artery dis- 
ease, heart attacks, strokes 
and senility contain large 
amounts of cholesterol, cho- 
lesterol is often branded a 
villain. 


Cholesterol is not a fat; it 


is an alcohol. It is such a 
large molecule that it is a 
waxlike substance. It is es- 
sential to the body. 
The 


brain needs it. The endocrine 
glands use it to build essen- 
tial hormones and it is nor- 
mally manufactured by the 
liver from a variety of food 
substances, even if there is 
no significant amount of cho- 
lesterol in the diet. We are 
faced with the question of 
"optional values." 
If you 


have too much cholesterol in 
the body you have a much 
greater risk of developing 
significant 
artery 
disease 


and its complications. 


The medical profession has 


changed its m i n d several 
times about the advisability 
of limiting cholesterol in the 
diet. At first, it was believed 
that a v o i d i n g cholesterol 
foods was the important key 
to preventing artery disease. 
Then, when it became obvi- 
ous that the body could man- 
ufacture cholesterol f r o m 
almost any food source, the 
idea was temporarily dis- 
carded. 


A review of r e s e a r c h 


studies and information has 
caused 
still another 
turn- 


about. Once more we think 
avoiding excess cholesterol 


you should avoid a 11 egg 
yolks. The white of the egg is 
essentially fat-free and cho- 
lesterol-free. 


Shellfish contain a mod- 


erate amount of cholesterol 
and should be eaten sparing- 
ly — only about once a week. 
This includes oysters, shrimp 
and lobster. 


Recently I received a letter 


from the president of a dairy 
company p r o t e s t i n g my 
statement that dairy prod- 
ucts should be limited Of 
course, you can use nonfat 
and lowfat products. But but- 
ter fat and egg yolks are 
definitely on the rationed or 
avoid completely list. The 
gentleman maintains that "if 
you 
exercise 
strenuously, 


regularly, cholesterol count 
will remain normal. I have 
been e x e r c i s i n g for four 
years," he asserts, "and my 
cholesterol count is 250. I 
have been eating my share 
of bacon and eggs and drink- 
ing milk (with cream left 
in)." 


True, exercise'helps but it 


takes more than most people 
can do in our society. Inci- 
dentally, individuals with a 
cholesterol count of 250 have 
three times the likelihood of 
having a heart attack as peo- 
ple with more optimal levels.

You should 
eat no more than three egg 
yolks a week, including those 
used in all forms of cooking. 
Don't forget that many bak- 
ery products contain 
egg 


y o l k s , as well as large 
amounts of saturated fats. 
Some heart specialists think 


a l a r g e 


amount of aspirin will have a 
serious disturbance in their 
body chemistry, which can 
even cause death. So keep 
the aspirin bottle out of the 
reach of small hands.

tional Football League expan- 
sion club 10 years ago, scored 
his second and third touchdowns 
of the season last Sunday as the 
Vikings clobbered the Dallas 
Cowboys 54-13. 


The 6-foot, 205-pound corner- 


back had tallied just three times 
in eight previous NFL seasons 
—while bearing the brunt of 


Minnesota fans' displeasure as 
the Vikings struggled up the 
road to respectability. 


Until last season, when the 


Vikes captured the NFL title be- 
hind a bruising defensive unit, 
Sharockman was a primary tar- 
get for the boo-birds.

lican National Chairman Rogers

vice president in 1972 and "I in- 
tend to nominate him for the 
presidency" four years later.

side. They were appearing in 
behalf of this state's underdog 
Republican candidates for gov- 
ernor and U.S. senator. 


"I have to keep my options 


open, Rog, as a 'functionary' of 
the Nixon administration," res- 
ponded Agnew. 


Three 
weeks 
ago Agnew 


called Morton a "party function- 
ary" for supporting the re-elec- 
tion campaign of Sen. Charles 
Goodell, R-N.Y. Agnew had said 
Goodell was a radical liberal 
who had no place in the party. 


Earlier 
Tuesday 
Agnew, 


asked by a television interview- 
er in Chicago if he had any 
presidential ambitions, had said 
he "just wants to be the best 
possible vice president." 


When pressed about whether 


he would rule out a White House 
try, Agnew said, however, "I'm 
not ruling out anything." 


President Nixon's latest com- 


ments on the matter, made sev- 
eral weeks ago, were that it was 
premature to talk about even 
the vice presidency in 1972. 


Agnew, who has campaigned 


several times in his home state 
for gubernatorial candidate C. 
Stanley Blair and Senate hope- 
ful Glenn Beall, came to Balti- 
more Tuesday night from Wash- 
ington. 


He returned to the capital ear- 


lier Tuesday after a two-day 
campaign visit to Illinois. After 
spending today in Washington, 
the 
vice 
president 
departs 


Thursday for a swing to Iowa 
and Arizona, returning 
East 


Friday for a two-day visit to 
Connecticut. 


Agnew also said his contro- 


versial 
nationwide 
campaign 


travels had stirred criticism 
from free spending liberals be- 
cause he caught them "red 
handed in the open field making 
off with Uncle Sam's waterme- 
lons." 


During his television

view in Chicago Agnew suggest- 
ed it would be "interesting" to 
have news commentators ap- 
pear voluntarily on a panel 
show and be quizzed by elected 
public officials about the broad- 
casters' opinions on subjects in 
the news.

Bum fen Linked 
to Old Guard 
by the GOP

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller said in a 
speech that. Sen. Guy F. Jones 
of Conway had been chosen to 
spearhead the Dale Bumpers 
campaign in Conway County. 


Mrs. Payton Kolb, cochair- 


man of Democrats - Indepen- 
dents for Rockefeller, said at a 
news conference that Jones is a 
"county campaign coordinator" 
for Bumpers. 


The remarks were part of a 


Republican effort to link Bump- 
ers, the Democratic nominee 
for governor, with "old guard" 
elements in his party. 


They were based on a story 


in the Conway Log Cabin Dem- 
ocrat Sept. 29 in which Jones 
was identified as a cochairman 
of a Bumpers campaign break- 
fast. 


Robert M. Childs III, who has 


been Bumpers' Faulkner Coun- 
ty campaign manager since 
four weeks before the Aug. 25 
preferential primary, said the 
story was in error. 


"We were holding • a 
fund- 


raising breakfast and we held a 
meeting to try to get tickets 
distributed," Childs said. "Mr. 
Jones' associate, Phil Stratton, 
was there, and he said that 
Mutt Jones could sell a lot of 
tickets. I said, 'Okay, here are 
half the tickets. Have Mr. Jones 
sell them.'" 


Childs said Jones sold 26 tick- 


ets out of 750. He said Jones 
had nothing to do with the cam- 
paign. 


Jones said he had nothing to 


do with the organizational meet- 
ing, but he attended the break- 
fast, along with 200 to 250 oth- 
ers, and he was introduced, 
along with all other officehold- 
ers who were present. 


Jones said he understood that 


Stratton had suggested at the 
meeting, after Bob Wilcox was 
named chairman, that someone 
who had supported former Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus in the runoff 
primary should be named co- 
chairman. 
"I further under- 


stand 
that they asked 
Mr. 


Stratton to take it, and he said 
facetiously, 'I'll either take it 
or I'll volunteer Sen. Jones' 
services.'""''"•''" ' '"••<"•""> 


Jones said that he might be 


a county cochairman but that 
he hand't been asked to do any- 
thing, except 
sell 
breakfast 


tickets. "I have to go out and 
get my own Bumpers stickers 
and cards," he said. "None has 
been brought to me." 


Jones said he supported Fau- 


bus because "I saw what Orval 
had done for my home county" 
and that he would support him 
again. 


But, he said, he always sup- 


ports 
Democratic 
nominees, 


and so he became a Bumpers 
supporter about 10:30 p.m. on 


election night when it became 
apparent 
that Bumpers had 


beaten Faubus. 


"Mr. Dale Bumpers has nev- 


er contacted me personally nor 
has he ever asked me directly 
and personally for my support 
nor has he ever told me as a 
senator or individual that any- 
thing would be given me if he 
were governor," Jonfes said. 


Rockefeller first linked Bump- 


ers with Jones in his speech to 
the Republican State Conven- 
tion Oct. 3. Referring to a pic- 
ture of Bumpers sitting next to 
Jones and former state Rep. 
Paul Van Dalsem at dedication 
ceremonies for a bridge at Toad 
Suck Ferry, Rockefeller said: 


"Lo and behold this week I 


read along with you that this 
was no stroke of fate at all, One 
of those three dignataries in 
that picture seated 
on the 


speakers stand, none other than 
Mutt Jones himself, has been 
chosen by the man on his left, 
my opponent, to spearhead his 
campaign activities for him in 
Faulkner County." 


On Oct. 14, Mrs. Kolb said 


that "we see in the papers 
where Mutt Jones is a county 
coordinator for Mr. Bumpers." 


Bumpers said that the en- 
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counter at the Toad Suck dedi- 
cation marked the first time he 
had seen Jones in 15 years. 


"I have never asked Sen. 


Jones 
to 
handle anything," 


Bumpers said. "I'm surprised 
that they (the Republicans) 
would try to make political cap- 
ital out of that (his being in a 
picture with and his alleged 
connection with Jones) when 
there's no substance to it. If the 
governor had been there (at the 
Toad 
Suck 
dedication), 
he 


would have been seated near 
Sen. Jones." 


Jack Jackson, the newsmen 


who covered the organizational 
meeting, said 
there was no 


doubt in his mind that those in 
charge of organization for the 
breakfast recognized that Jones 
would be a cochairman of the 
breakfast. 


The newspaper account of the 


organization meeting says: 


"Childs 
appointed 
Wilcox 


chairman of the breakfast drive 
and Stratton said a cochairman 
should be named from among 
Faubus supporters in the pri- 
maries. Childs agreed and sug- 
gested Stratton take the posi- 
tion. Stratton then 'volunteered' 
Jones, who was not present."

Kirk Hitting 
the Chicken 
Circuit Early

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - 


Republican Gov. Claude Kirk is 
waging a grueling, underdog 
re-election campaign laced with 
his 
familiar 
flamboyance 


against a Democrat who por- 
trays him as a clownish head- 
line-hunter. 


"It's an uphill battle," Kirk 


conceded, puffing a fat, green 
cigar after a game of hearts 
with two staff members aboard 
his old DC-3 campaign plane. 
"But I'm used to that. It's never 
been any other way.' 


The governor is on the road as 


early as 5 a.m., and as late as 2 
the next morning, to search out 
voters on the fried chicken cir- 
cuit, in their homes, where they 
work and congregate. The rigo- 
rous campaign stands in sharp 
contrast to the last week of his 
primary battle against million- 
aire Jack Eckerd of Clearwater. 
Then Kirk's campaign strate- 
gist, Robert E. Lee, figured 
Kirk was so far ahead he could 
quit and keep quiet, which he 
did. 


More in that mold now is the 


Democratic candidate, Reubin 
O'Donovan Askew of Pensacola, 
who has earned on a low-key 
campaign, with a stop or two a 
day since the Sept. 29 runoff. 


That ended Monday. Askew 


opened up by saying Kirk had 
earned the title "Tax Fraud 
Claude" during his four years in 
office. 


"After 
campaigning 
on

phony 'no new tax' pledge," 
said Askew, "he recommended 
the largest single consumer tax 
increase in the history of the 
state.'' 


The Democratic candidate re- 


ferred to Kirk's 1968 proposal 
for raising the 3 per cent sales 
tax to 5 per cent. The legisla- 
ture compromised, approving a 
4 per cent rate. 


Askew's attack was an echo of

Three Calls 
Received on 
Kidnapings 


MONTREAL (AP) - The 


Montreal police received three 
calls during the night from a 
man who claimed to represent 
the Quebec Liberation Front 
and offered to discuss conditions 
for the release of kidnaped Brit- 
ish Trade Commissioner James 
R. Cross. 


During (he second call, the po- 


lice asked the caller several 
questions which they felt only 
Cross could answer. The man in 
a third call about 3 a.m. said he 
would call back in the afternoon 
or evening with the answers. 


Police said they expect the 


call about 6 p.m., but one add- 
ed: "If it's just a joke he won't 
call back because he won't be 
able to answer the questions." 


Provincial police said they 


were still holding 245 of 343 per- 
sons arrested in their investiga- 
tion into the kidnaping of Cross 
and the kidnap-murder of Prov- 
incial Labor Minister Pierre La- 
porte. 


Members of the Quebec Liber- 


ation Front, or FLQ, took Cross 
from his Montreal home Oct. 5 
and kidnaped Laporte five days 
later. They murdered Laporte 
after the Canadian government 
refused to release 23 FLQ men 
serving prison terms or await- 
ing trial, invoked the War Meas- 
ures Act, and launched an inten- 
sive police and army manhunt 
across Quebec Province. 


I/aporte was buried Tuesday 


after heavily guarded funeral 
services at Montreal's Notre 
Dame Roman Catholic church 
attended by his family 
and 


nearly 300 politicians headed by 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau and Quebec Premier 
Robert Bourassa. 


Police searched the church 


with dogs trained to sniff out dy- 
namite and combed adjoining 
sewers for bombs and terror- 
ists. Troops with rifles and ma- 
chine guns lined up in front of 
the church facing about 1,000 
persons watching from the side- 
walk, but there was no inci- 
dents. 


The Montreal Gazette report- 


ed today that police had picked 
up the trail of Paul Rose, one of 
"xe two men for whom warrants 
have been issued in connection 
with the kidnapings, a few days 
before Laporte was found slain. 
The newspaper said undercover 
men tailing the 27-year-old sus- 
pect lost sight of him when he 
entered a house in the Montreal 
suburb of Longueuil "and never 
came back out." 


The warrants for the arrest of 


Rose and taxi driver Marc Car- 
bonneau had not been issued at 
that time. The Gazette said 
some officers felt Rose should 
be picked up, but "a high-rank- 
ing police officer rejected the 
idea, hoping that Rose would 
lead them to the place where 
Laporte was being held host- 
age."

Children in 
Health Plan

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The executive board of an or- 
ganization representing almost 
two-thirds of the nation's 18,000 
pediatricians has endorsed a 
study calling for every Ameri- 
can child to be included in a na- 
tional health insurance pro- 
gram. 


Dr. Carl C. Fisher of Philadel- 


phia, who headed the two-year 
study for the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics, announced the 
board's action Monday. Under 
present insurance programs, he 
said, "child health care is far 
too expensive for millions of 
families." 


The 11,500-member academy, 


holding its annual convention 
here, also received a prelimi- 
nary report Monday from its 
committee on insurance plans. 
It said "every infant, child and 
youth in- the nation must be in- 
sured" to provide the greatest 
base and to protect low-income 
families. 


The committee suggested "to- 


tal or partial payment of health 
insurance by the government 
for those who cannot afford pre- 
miums," as determined by a na- 
tional health insurance board. 
The board would supervise the 
plan through the insurance com- 
missioners of each state. 


The committee said a national 


insurance system would sharply 
increase care demand and prob- 
ably increase costs. 


It proposed that the system be 


established on a phased basis to 
avert overtaxing available med- 
ical manpower and facilities.

who had worked in his adminis- 
tration. 


He said during the past sev- 


eral 
years, 
Arkansas 
had 


gained the confidence of many 
top federal agency officials. 


He quoted President Nixon as 


saying that "even the strength 
of the Federalist system itself 
is dependent upon the kind of 
creative leadership that Win 
Rockefeller is giving to the 
state of Arkansas." 


The governor also urged vot- 


ers to support the proposed new 
constitution to be voted on in 
the 
general 
election 
next 


month. 


The new document "will en- 


able us to meet the demands 
and opportunities of the 20th 
Century in a manner appro- 
priate to the 20th Century," 
Rockefeller said. 


Earlier Monday, Rockefeller 


campaigned
